CouNTy FARM 


For another year Merrimack County has been fortunate 
in having the continued services of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Lorden as Superintendent and Matron. Their record of 
faithful and efficient service has become so widely known 
that no words of comment are needed at this time. 

During the year the institution suffered a distinct loss in 
the death of its physician, Dr. E. T. Drake, who had so 
faithfully served the unfortunate sick here for over twenty 
years. Although taxed to near house capacity all the year, 
there has been but little sickness for which we are all thank- 
ful. 

The buildings are in good repair and the farm has pro- 
duced abundant crops. The cash receipts for the sale of 
milk and other products were the largest in the history of 
the Farm. The county herd of accredited Holsteins ranks 
among the best in the state, and is being constantly im- 
proved. 

The report of the Superintendent, on other pages of this 
report, gives detailed statistics of the administration of the 
Farm.

Report of the Chaplain 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County Farm: 


Again another year has revolved and a report is expected 
from the Chaplain. The year has been one of greatest ac- 
tivity, peace and harmony prevailing. The twenty services 
conducted by the chaplain in the chapel have been held, with 
attendance large and interest good. During the year eight- 
een visitations have been made in the hospitals and twenty- 
two calls in the rooms of the aged and sick, when the Word 
has been read and prayer offered. Words of farewell and 
comfort were spoken over the remains of five inmates of 
the home. 

The chaplain has received help and encouragement at all 
times. Mention of a few of these choice spirits with his 
thanks may not be out of place. To Mr. and Mrs. Lorden 
for transportation, to Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Williams for 
officiating on the violin and piano, to Miss Anna McKeon 
and Miss Esther Woodhouse for singing, to Miss Elsie 
Baker for rendering at almost every service a solo. 

The year has been noted for the large number of enter- 
tainments given, especially under the enthusiastic care of 
Mrs. Fred James. She is interested in the poor of the 
County and sees no reason why joy cannot be brought 
into the darkened and saddened lives of these shut-ins by 
enlisting the assistance of the talented. The list is as fol- 
lows: 

The Tea Party when calendars for 1930 
were given to all. 

June 2. Bud vases and snapdragons were given to each 
woman and geraniums were placed in the men’s wards and 
smoking room.

Report of the County Solicitor 


To the Commussioners for the County of Merrimack: 


At the April, 1930 term, the Grand Jury returned thirty- 
eight indictments against sixteen respondents. Edward Wil- 
son, alias John Andrews, alias Edward Lynch, pleaded 
guilty to breaking and entering with intent to commit lar- 
ceny in Allenstown and in Concord. He was sentenced 
to the State Prison for not less than two years and not more 
than three years. Will R. Hall of Warner was sentenced 
to the State Prison for not more than five years and not less 
than two years for attempt to commit rape. Edward A. 
Fries of Concord was sentenced to the State Prison for 
not less than one year and one day and not more than three 
years for larceny by check. Ora Patrick of Manchester 
was sentenced to the Hillsborough County Jail for one year 
for breaking and entering and larceny and William Fisk was 
likewise sentenced to the Hillsborough County Jail for six 
months for breaking and entering and larceny. Abiel C. 
Flanders and Russell Wilcox, both of Concord, Homer 
Hanscomb and Ruel Scales both of Franklin, Isaac B. 
Evans, Merton Downes, Daniel Downes and Earl Evans 
of Danbury received suspended sentences for breaking and 
entering and larceny. 

At the October, 1930 term, the Grand Jury returned 
twenty-five indictments against sixteen respondents. Al- 
fred J. Cardell, alias Robert Jones, one of the trio engaged 
in the attempted holdup at Punch Brook, Franklin, was 
sentenced to the State Prison for from fifteen to eighteen 
years. Ronald Mayo and James F. White, who were his 
accomplices, received suspended sentences to the State 
Prison. Frank C. Hill and Donald Hill of Chelmsford, 
Massachusetts, Ovila H. Mayheur, Jr., Fortune J. Roy of 
Lowell, Massachusetts, were indicted for several breaks in 
Warner and Hopkinton last winter. As a result, Frank 
C. Hill was sentenced to the State Prison for from three 
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to five years. Mayheur and Roy received sentences to the 
State Prison of not less than a year and a day and not more 
than two years, and Donald Hill received a suspended sen- 
tence of one year to the House of Correction. Ovila Ricard 
of Suncook and Malcolm Flanders were indicted for statu- 
tory offenses. Rose Wiggin of Concord was indicted for 
neglect of a minor child. Robert Pender, Joseph Crowley 
and Frank E. Downer of Concord, Burton Greer of Hop- 
kinton and Harry Braley of Salisbury were indicted for 
thefts of automobiles and Cornelius D. Laughy of San- 
bornton was indicted for forgery. The Ricard case has not 
yet been disposed of. In the remaining cases, suspended 
sentences were imposed. 

At the October term of the Superior Court, the appeal 
cases of Hoffman, Finegold and Iram, charged with hold- 
ing a public meeting without a license, were tried and the 
respondents found guilty. Crosby H. Lewis of Concord 
was tried on a charge of operating an automobile so as to 
endanger the lives and safety of the public and convicted. 

On December 19, George Wollums of Concord was shot 
to death. While efforts to apprehend his assailant have 
been unsuccessful so far, I wish to commend the Concord 
Police Department for the energy and ability with which 
its officers have worked on this case.
